Walt Disney World Co. schedules blood bank drives fortwo 
reasons. First of all, our drives occur during the times of year 
when the community faces the most critical blood shortages. 
Busy with holiday plans, few people take the time to donate. 
Second, out-of-state visitors require our help at times. More 
importantly, the Walt Disney World Blood Bank covers all 
employees and their immediate families’ needs, even if they 
didn't give blood. A unit of blood now costs $30. If you or your 
family should ever need a transfusion, contact Gloria Jacobs 
at extension 4736. 

You might wonder what happens to your blood when you 
donate a unit. First, be assured that 100% of your donation is 
utilized. Blood is never thrown away. The Central Florida 
Blood Bank provides total transfusion supplies to hospitals in 
Lake, Orange, Osceola, Seminole, and St. Lucie counties. 
Your whole blood can be stored for 35 days; if unused by 
then, it's broken down into various components and kept until 
used, sometimes up to one year.

(3) Donors must have never had jaundice or hepatitis. 

(4) Donors should not be taking prescription medications of 
any kind. 

(5) Donors should not have a cold, sore throat or flu 
symptoms the day you donate. 

To donate, first check with your supervisor to get clearance 
to leave your shift. Next, call for an appointment at Cast 
Activities at extension 5757 or 824-5757. Appointments save 
you time, although it only takes 20 minutes to donate. After- 
ward, you are given a receipt to return to your supervisor.

Thinking About Going Solar? 


Here are some suggestions for you to 
consider if you are thinking about in- 
stalling a solar water heating system 
in your home or business: 

e Assess your energy needs. Deter- 
mine if a solar water heating system 
will be cost-beneficial for your situa- 
tion.

e Take your time in selecting a sys- 
tem that will be right for you. Obtain 
several estimates. 

è Be sure the system you choose is 
sized correctly for your use. Hot water 
needs should be analyzed to assure 
proper sizing of the system. 

è Determine a contractor's qualifica- 
tions. Find out how many systems the 
contractor has designed and 
installed. Get references from people 
who have had systems installed and 
are satisfied. If possible, try to inspect 
the contractor's previous work. 

è Buy locally if possible. Local com- 
panies are more interested in pro-

tecting their reputations. 

e Beware of advertisements that offer 
"fantastic long-term guarantees” or 
“maintenance-free” systems. 

è Get a written estimate of perform- 
ance and energy savings, and insist 
on a written contract and a written 
warranty. 

è Make sure the system has been 
certified by the Florida Solar Energy 
Center. 

e Don't try to install a system yourself 
unless you have the necessary 
plumbing and carpentry skills and 
tools. 

è Remember that the 40% federal in- 
come tax credit and state sales tax 
exemption help keep down the price 
of installing a solar water heating 
system.
